Plainfield, a city of over six square miles, is located at the foothills of the 
Watchung Mountains, in the western part of the County of Union, in a com- 
paratively level section; is provided with an excellent climate and an abun- 
dance of pure and wholesome water from artesian wells; has one of the 
finest school systems in the State; churches of many denominations; ex- 
cellent fire and police protection; over 86 miles of well paved streets and 
over 130 miles of sanitary and storm sewers. 


Plainfield is about twenty-four miles from New York City on the main 
line of the Central Railroad of New Jersey, the Baltimore and Ohio Rail- 
road and the Reading Railroad, all operating between New York and Phila- 
delphia. There is excellent train service, with a 45-minute running time of 
express trains to New York City. Highway Routes Nos. 25, 26, 28, and 29 
run through or near Plainfield. 


The chief industries are manufacture of printing presses, automobile 
trucks and parts, wood-working machines, tools, clothing, and hats. 


The products of the surrounding country, aside from general manufac- 
turing located along the railroads, are from farms, specializing in milk, eggs, 
and vegetables. 


Municipal buildings consist of City Hall, Police Headquarters, Fire De- 
partment Headquarters and two local company houses, fifteen public school 
buildings, and public library and art gallery—the fourth oldest in the 
State. 


Modern buildings house the Y.M.C.A., Y.W.C.A., colored Y.W.C.A. and 
Y.M.C.A., and Y.M.-Y.W.H.A. Plainfield has an active Chamber of Com- 
merce, up-to-date department stores, Post Office Building, Hospital, five 
banks, seven building and loan associations, and an armory, as well as 
private schools known the country over. Plainfield also has many recrea- 
tional and social attractions, possessing two large parks within its borders 
supervised and controlled by the County, several golf clubs and fraternal 
and service clubs. 


MAYOR’S MESSAGE 
January 1, 1946 


To the Honorable, the Common Council 
of the City of Plainfield 


Gentlemen: 


On the three preceding New Years that it has been my privilege to ad- 
dress your Honorable Body, our country was at war, and all of the problems 
then facing us were influenced thereby to a greater or less degree. The 
arduous and conscientious work of your members in meeting and successfully 
solving those problems has been widely appreciated. May I, on behalf of 
myself and the citizens of Plainfield express to you the commendation of 
“Well Done.” 


But the problems confronting us in our first year of peace are no less 
important and pressing. 


VETERANS’ AID: In recognition of the duty owed our returning vet- 
erans of the armed services, the Borough of North Plainfield and the City of 
Plainfield have undertaken as a joint endeavor, the establishment of a Vet- 
erans’ Service Center to aid those members of our communities in their 
return to a happy and useful civilian life. While the problem is a difficult 
one, I feel it is well conceived, is under able direction, and will, I am sure, 
merit your continued and active support. 


CIVILIAN DEFENSE: The victorious conclusion of the war saw the 
closing of many of the varied activities of the Civilian Defense organization. 
To the thousands of Plainfield citizens who gave so liberally of their time 
and effort in that cause, our community expresses its gratitude and appre- 
ciation. However, for two units of that service, there is still a continuing, 
though I hope temporary, need. Until our Fire and Police Departments are 
again at full strength, we shall confidently count on the aid of the Fire 
Reserves and Police Reserves which has been given in the past so willingly 
and eifectively. 


FIRE AND POLICE: During the year the City has lost, through retire- 
ment, the loyal and able services of Fire Chief Dunn and Police Chief 
Leorch. I feel confident their successors will prove worthy of the responsi- 
bilities of their new office. 


During the fall, Inspector Charles Stilson, retired, of the New York Po- 
lice Department, made a thorough study of and report on the organization 
and operation of our Police Department. I feel this has been most construc- 
tive and the results will fully justify the wisdom of the Common Council in 
making possible this survey. Periodic reviews by Inspector Stilson would 
seem desirable to help us maintain the most economical and highly efficient 
Police Department. 


PROPERTY ASSESSMENTS: That portion of the total tax levy charged 
to a given property is fixed by the ratio of its assessed value to the total of 
all the assessed values of taxable property in the city. Thus the property 
owner should pay his pro-rata share of government expense, commensurate 
with the size of his property interest in the community. The determination 
of the size of that share is therefore crucial. 


Our City has long been well served by a group of honest and conscien- 
tious assessors appointed, one to each ward, under the terms of our City 
charter and ordinances, and working on a part time basis at a modest sti- 
pend. 


You will appreciate that the fixing of assessments is a basic factor in 
government. It requires a degree of skill, of knowledge, and of labor that 
increases with the growth of an area, and its transition from a semi-rural 
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to a highly industrialized community. It would seem that the time had 
arrived for serious consideration of the advantages accruing from the em- 
ployment of one full-time assessor and a thorough review and revision of 
our methods of assessing property within Plainfield. 


Because County and State taxes are collected in each community on 
the basis of that community’s own assessments, County-wide uniformity of 
assessing practice is most desirable. While our action on this problem is 
necessarily limited, I would commend it to your consideration. 


Under the provisions of State law, veterans of our Country’s armed 
services have long been accorded a personal exemption of $500 in property 
assessments. In 1945 this totalled $415,000 in Plainfield, and with the return 
to our City of many veterans of World War II, we may anticipate a substan- 
tial rise in this figure in the immediate future. As this exemption is manda- 
tory and beyond the power of the City to control, it would seem that the 
State Legislature might well be requested to devise ways to compensate the 
local municipalities for this enforced reduction in their tax paying ratables. 


HOUSING: Committees on Home Standards and on Emergency Hous- 
ing are actively working on different aspects of the housing problem in 
Plainfield. The question is complicated by numerous conditions beyond our 
local control, but such recommendations as these committees may make, 
should receive prompt and careful consideration. 


POST WAR RESERVE: To the extent that a full measure of war de- 
layed capital and deferred maintenance work is not undertaken this year, I 
would recommend that the Common Council continue its wise policy of the 
past three years by adding further to the present reserve of $125,000 for this 
purpese. 


TAX TITLE LIENS AND PROPERTY SALES: The Council and its 
Sale of City Property Committee are to be commended for the fine progress 
made toward the foreclosure of tax title liens and the return of these prop- 
erties to the tax rolls by sale to private owners. I trust these policies will 
receive your continued vigorous support. 


Again it is my pleasure to express my appreciation of the loyal and 
devoted service rendered during the past year by the employees of our 
various City departments. To them is due a large share of the credit for 
whatever success our administration may have achieved. Plainfield is in- 
deed fortunate in its staff of ‘‘career personnel.” 


My annual message would certainly be incomplete without my thanks 
to you gentlemen for a most enjoyable, though arduous, year of mutual en- 
deavor on behalf of good government for our City, and my best wishes in 
anticipation of an equally satisfactory New Year.

The bonds of the Pension Commission are purchased for investment and with the 
probability of being held to maturity. As nearly all bonds are purchased at a premium 
but are carried at par value, the premium is absorbed into the Expense Account. Should 
a bond be purchased for less than par, the book value is increased to par and any dif- 
ference credited as income. This method is approved by the State Department and avoids 
a yearly amortization of premium on bonds from the date of purchase to the date of 
payment. 


The yield is figured on the cost at the time of purchase to maturity. 
The market value is shown of the date of this report and may fluctuate according 


to financial conditions.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable, The Mayor and Common Council: 


Gentlemen :— 


I have the honor to present to you the Annual Report of the Police 
Department for the year ending, December 31, 1945. 


For the year the Department operated with a total of 50 men which con- 
sists of the Chief; Captain in charge of Uniformed Men; Captain in charge 
of Detective Bureau; 4 Sergeants and 2 Acting Sergeants and I Detective; 
1 Patrolman assigned to Traffic and Juvenile Aid Bureau and 1 to Finger- 
print and Photograph Bureau leaving 39 men to cover the Radio and Patrol 
Division which is 13 men short of our quota of 63. 


During the year there were 872 arrests and 3,147 summonses issued cov- 
ering various violations. 


School Safety Patrols are functioning in all Public and Parochial Schools 
throughout the City and under the jurisdiction of the Officer assigned to 
Traffic and Juvenile Air) Bureau. Along with this we have conducted an 
educational program along various lines which has proved very successful. 
Hight school crossings are covered by Special Officers paid at the rate of 
($2.00) per day and two school crossings are covered by regular Patrolmen. 


During the year we have called upon the Police Reserves on various 
occasions to assist us and they have cooperated one hundred per cent. 


In the course of the year a survey of the Department was made by 
Inspector Charles Stilson of New York, an expert in police matters. His 
recommendations were approved by the Police Board and put into practice 
and have added greatly to the efficiency of the Department. 


Likewise a survey was made by a Parking Committee covering our 
parking problems and in their findings they recommended the installation 
of parking meters throughout the business area which I feel will aid con- 
siderable in the enforcement of traffic regulations and also an added source 
of revenue. 


Our Radio System should be completely overhauled when parts are 
available as it has been in operation since 1938. 


Due to the proximity of Camp Kilmer, N. J. we have a considerable 
number of soldiers in and out of the City but they have been a very little 
source of trouble due to the fine cooperation we have received from the 
Military Authorities.

There is a total of 562 hydrants within the City Limits and 4 just over the 
City Line which makes a grand total of 566 hydrants. 


Fire Alarm Telegraph System 


The system is of the Gameweill Type with 104 fire alarm boxes, 18 of 
which are private. There is approximately 56144 miles of overhead wires. A 
15 inch gong is located in each of the outside Fire Stations, and 18 inch 
gong with three 10 inch tappers and one 6 inch tapper at Fire Headquarters, 
one 12 inch gong at Police Headquarters and 6 inch tappers are located at 
the electric and gas company’s plants, and other places of importance. One 
10 circuit automatic repeator, one 12 circuit switchboard with instruments 
mounted on it for testing and recharging of batteries, one house circuit and 
one local battery circuit at headquarters, and 6 outside circuits are in use. 
One alarm transmitter and four alarm registers with paper take-up reels 
are installed in the various fire stations. There are four 60 inch battery 
racks with 1943 cells fo roperating the Alarm System and one 12 circuit pro- 
tector board. One sterling 5 horsepower electric siren and one remote con- 
trol switch. There are 8 rectifiers. Installed at Fire Headquarters is a tele- 
phone switchboard with four trunk lines and eleven extensions. Three of the 
extensions are direct lines—one to No. 3 Fire House, one to No. 4 Fire 
House and one to Police Headquarters. 


Police Alarm System 


The system is of the Gamewell Type with ten Standard Police Boxes with 
recall lights and horns, one of which is private and nine of which are lo- 
cated on pedestals. There is about 40 miles of overhead wires and about 
1% miles of underground cable which is used jointly with the Fire Alarm 
Telegraph System. The following Gamewell equipment is installed at Fire 
Headquarters: one (1) 60 inch battery rack with 60 two-volt cells and two 
(2) rectifiers. The following equipment is installed at Police Headquarters: 
a switchboard with a time clock stamp, a four-circuit punching machine and 
a telephone for making calls to police boxes. 


Traffic Signal System 
There are traffic lights at sixteen (16) intersections; also one (1) all red 
traific signal and bell located at the corner of Central Avenue and West 
Fourth Street which light is manually operated from Fire Department Head- 
quarters. 


1946 Recommendations 

I recommend the purchase of 500 feet of 2% inch hose. 

I recommend the purchase of a 1,000 gallon triple combination booster, 
my and pumper to replace No. 2 Engine which was purchased December 
1920. 

I recommend that ten (10) men be added to the Fire Fighting force to 
replace those lost as the result of retirements and resignations. 


I recommend the purchase and installation of two (2) new fire boxes 
and I also recommend the purchase of three (3) new type fire boxes to re- 
place three (3) old type boxes. 

I wish to express thanks and appreciation of the cooperation received 
from the Mayor, Common Council, Fire Committee, various Department 
Heads of the City, members of this department and the press of the City of 
Plainfield.

This report of receipts for the year 1945 would not be complete without 
a few comments on the activities of this office on the sale of City property. 
Mr. Elfert C. Burfeind, who acted as City Clerk while I was in the service, 
took a great deal of interest in this matter. He was active with the Sale of 
City Property Committee in reviewing the City’s lands and in setting them 
up in excellent record form and made all pertinent information available to 
the many people who made inquiries and who purchased property. Through 
his cooperative efforts and through the work of the Sale of City Property 
Committee, and the willing and the valued assistance of the City Engineer 
and the Corporation Counsel, the City sold during the year 1945 118 parcels 
of property for the total sum of $53,829.50. 


This work will be continued. Market conditions indicate that the City 
of Plainfield will have little highly-restricted property available by the end 
of this year. It seems wise to make available for the construction of moder- 
ately priced homes whatever unimproved land the City has available through 
the opening of new streets and judicious improvements. It would also seem 
wise in view of the current market and the need for land for low cost homes 
that consideration be given to the question of laying out and offering for 
sale at least a portion of the City’s property on Rock and Myrtle Avenues. 
Study also should be given to the ultimate development and availability of 
the City’s old sewer beds for the construction of homes. 
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It is pleasant to be back in the service of the City after three and one- 
half years’ absence. I hereby express my hearty thanks and appreciation to 
Mr. Elfert C. Burfeind and Miss Emilia Rydarowski for the excellent way in 
which they conducted the office and the way they handled all matters dur- 
ing my absence.

STREET AND SEWER DEPARTMENT 


December 31, 1946 


To the Honorable, the Mayor and Common Council, 
City of Plainfield, N. J. 


Gentlemen: 


I submit herewith my Annual Report for the year ending December 
800945. 


Engineering 

Due to the shortage of help in the Department it was necessary to great- 
ly curtail the engineering activities in mapping, planning and research in con- 
nection with the One and one-quarter Million Dollar Post-War Program 
previously approved by the Common Council. However, this work was car- 
ried on throughout the whole year whenever the proper help was available. 


Engineering service was rendered the Board of Assessors in the main- 
tenance of the official Tax Maps of the City; the Committee on Re-Zoning 
in preparing a new Zoning Map and Ordinance; the Corporation Counsel by 
drawing one hundred forty (140) descriptions for the sale of City-owned 
property and foreclosure of title on other property; the Tax Collector by 
assisting in property searches; the Kmergency Housing Committee and the 
general public and private contractors in respect to curbs; sidewalks; drive- 
ways; drainage; grades; privates sewers and pavements. 


A new City Dump, for the disposal of rubbish collected by City licensed 
cartmen, was established on property fronting on New Brunswick Avenue 
near the Lehigh Valley Railroad in Piscataway Township. 


Detail plans for the construction of a storm sewer and appurtenances 
in Colonial Place, St. Nicholas Boulevard and Terrill Road were completed 
during the year and approved by the Union County Engineer. The County of 
Union contributed $15,000.00 to the City toward the cost of constructing 
this sewer and it is expected construction will start early in 1946. 


Activities of the Street Division were greatly curtailed in respect to 
those functions which depend mostly on labor alone, such as grading and 
maintaining earth shoulders on streets which have center line pavements; 
sweeping of streets and gutters; cleaning inlets and cutting grass, weeds 
and brush behind curb lines. 


The Street Division treated the surface of approximately 100,000 sq. 
yds. of macadam pavement; replaced 500 sq. yds. of bituminous concrete 
pavement surface on West Fourth Street near Spooner Avenue; and con- 
structed approximately 200 sq. yds. of 6 inch thick bituminous macadam 
pavement on Denmark Road between Fernwood Avenue and Ravine Road. 


The Division also furnished labor and equipment for tin can, paper and 
old clothes collections and continued its usual functions, such as condition- 
ing of the City Dump; placing of booths, tables and chairs in election quar- 
ters and marking boundary limits of election stations; street sweeping; 
maintenance of gutters and shoulders, snow and ice removal, cutting of 
grass and weeds in front of vacant lots; delivery of coal to and removal of 
ashes from public buildings, maintenance of street name signs; traffic signs 
and street markings, and garage service to all Departments of the City. 


The Sewer Division cleaned fifty-two (52) miles of sanitary sewer pipe 
lines and cleaned 2,200 storm sewer inlets. All pumping stations were main- 
tained throughout the year without interruptions.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMISSION 
OF THE CITY OF PLAINFIELD — 1945 


To the Honorable, the Mayor and Common Council 
of the City of Plainfield, New Jersey: 


The Recreation Commission submits herewith the twenty-third annual 
report of activities conducted during the year ending December 31, 1945. 


The Commission was handicapped for leadership for the major part of 
the year as both the Superintendent and the Supervisor of Men’s and Boys’ 
Activities were still in service. However, the part-time supervisors and Mr. 
Young, who was employed as Acting Superintendent, did a very creditable 
piece of work in coordinating and correlating all activities of the depart- 
ment for the year. The Superintendent returned from military service to 
resume his duties on November 15, 1945. 


SUMMER PLAYGROUNDS 


Six playgrounds operated during the summer with inexperienced direc- 
tors; however, a broad enough program was developed to give the children 
nana a varied and interesting schedule of activities to meet individual 
needs. 


INSTITUTE 


All members of the summer staff were required to attend the Recrea- 
tion Training Institute, conducted at the Y.W.C.A. for one week. This Insti- 
tute was under the auspices of the Group Work Section of the Council of 
Social agencies with a recreation specialist from the National Recreation 
Association directing the classes. In addition to attending the Institute, 
each playground worker was provided with a manual outlining a prepared 
and complete playground program for each week. Also, weekly staff meet- 
ings were held for the purpose of exchanging ideas, studying resource mate- 
rial and new programs. The program included athletics, quiet and active 
games, arts and crafts, music, clubs, parties, and other special events. 


USE OF SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


Through the cooperation of the Board of Education, the Recreation 
Commission was able to direct many programs on rainy days, which, other- 
wise, would have been wasted hours for the children. Four school build- 
ings were thus used for this purpose, which allowed uninterrupted service 
for our small citizens. 


CHILD CARE CENTER 

A Child Care Center was initiated at the Irving School to care for chil- 
dren of working mothers. The Board of Education co-operated by turning 
over for this program the first floor and basement. The Center operated 
from July 1 through August 31, 1945. It was financed by an appropriation of 
$750.00 from the Plainfield Junior League and a contribution of $100 from the 
International Ladies Garment Workers’ Union. Trained leadership was ob- 
tained to direct daily activities for the children, including play periods, sing- 
ing games, story telling, and handicraft. Lunch was served each day; milk 
and cookies were served twice daily at 10:00 A.M. and 3:00 P.M. Daily 
naps, as well as daily health habits, were properly observed through the 
time of the Center operation. 


PARENT-CHILD ASSISTANCE COMMITTEE 

This organization is allocated to the Recreation Commission by. the 
Common Council. The Committee is under the direction of a Committee 
consisting of three members, appointed by our Commission, who volunteer 
their services. On July 1, 1945 a full-time investigator was employed to 
facilitate cases presented before the Committee for solution. The Commit- 
tee hears various types of delinquency cases and attempts to set up a pro- 
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gram for the child and the parent, thereby eliminating existing social prob- 
lems and creating a better home environment. 


LINCOLN SCHOOL 


An emergency appropriation granted by the Common Council enabled 
the Recreation Commission to operate the Lincoln School as a center, which 
had been abandoned by the Board of Education for school purposes. Per- 
sons are required to register each time they visit the center and go directly 
to the activity in which they are interested for that evening. All th class- 
rooms have been converted into activity rooms for ping pong, arts, crafts, 
club meetings, social dancing, movies, quiet and active games. Boy Scouts 
as well as Girl Scouts use the center for a meeting place.

COMMUNITY CENTERS 


Four school buildings were in operation as community centers, as well 
as one school as an athletic center. These buildings would not have been 
possible except for an emergency appropriation granted by the Common 
Council and through the splendid cooperation of the Board of Education. 


THE PROGRAM 


The Washington and Emerson Schools operated as community centers 
from January to April during the winter season. In the early fall Jefferson 
and Lincoln were added to the above-mentioned two on a staggered system. 
The new program called for Lincoln to be open four nights per week, Wash- 
ington and Emerson three nights, Jefferson two nights, and Hubbard oper- 
ating as an athletic center for four nights per week. 


The program conducted at the centers consists of athletics, low or- 
ganized games, quiet games, handicraft, movies, boys’ and girls’ club work, 
social dancing, tap dance classes, boxing tournament, ping pong, shuffle- 
board, darts, and other small games, dramatics, and parties and special 
events. 


SPECIAL ACTIVITIES 


A. Square Dances—Square dances were held each Wednesday evening at 
the Jefferson School from 8:30 to 12:00 midnight. This social function is the 
least common denominator for all affairs because it brings together both 
young and old who have common interests. All ages are represented at 
these dances and everyone enjoys himself immensely. The proof of this 
popular activity is the fact that it has been operating successfully for the 
past twelve years and has proven beyond a doubt that it is well worth- 
while. The function supports itself by a fee charged each dancer. 
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B. Playground Paper Salvage Drive—The children attending our various 
playgrounds collected waste paper. The total collection amounted to almost 
ten tons. The various winners were taken to New York to see a professional 
baseball game at the Yankee Stadium. 


Ce Field Day—All playgrounds participated in an all-day field day, with 
running, Jumping, and climbing games as the program. 


D. Handicraft Display—Handicraft articles made by the children on all 
playgrounds were displayed in the Public Service office window on Watch- 
ag Avenue. Many favorable comments were heard regarding the articles 
made. 


EK. Hallowe’en Program—Again this year an interesting movie program was 
presented Hallowe’en night at the following schools: Hubbard, Irving, Jeffer- 
son, Washington, Emerson, and Maxson. The reports received throughout 
the city were highly in favor of this type of a program to keep the children 
off the streets and out of mischief. After the movie each child received an 
apple. Attendance ranged the highest at Emerson and Maxson.

RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. Steps to be taken to enlarge the Plainfield Avenue Playground as well as 
to erect a shelter to include toilets, game and craft rooms to be used in 
inclement weather. This playground is in a congested sub-standard 
housing area and needs this addition desperately. 


2. Completion of Seidler Field with additional equipment for handball 
courts, shuffleboard courts, and a field house with toilet, shower, game 
and craft room facilities. 


3. Bstablishment of a salary schedule for all workers commensurate with 
services required and in line with what other communities are paying in 
this field of endeavor. 


4. Discontinuance of the sale of city-owned property with the view of a long- 
range building program for play purposes. With the rapid growth in our 
population, our needs of ten, twenty, or thirty years from now will take 
intelligent planning today in order to avoid costly mistakes of the past.

REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 


To the Board of Health 
Plainfield, New Jersey 


Gentlemen: 


This report is designed to present to the people of Plainfield a picture 
of their public health services and progress. 


Public health is purchasable! From the technicians in the laboratory to 
the inspectors in the field, these services pay big dividends to the citizen 


shareholders whose tax investments of seventy-one cents each per year 
support them. 


Dividends of life conserved and enriched by good health. Dollar divi- 
dends too, for sickness avoided is money saved. Dividends of favorable ad- 
vertising for the community, helping to bring in new business and new home- 
makers by making Plainfield a healthier place in which to live. 


We are proud of our advancement toward better health for our people. 
First award for cities in its population group of twenty-five to fifty thousand 
for 1938 and again in 1939 was won in the nation wide Health Conservation 
Contest conducted by the United States Chamber of Commerce and the 
American Public Health Association. In 1935, 1936 and 1937 Plainfield was 
one of the five cities each year to receive honorable mention. 


The public health program in Plainfield is a true community endeavor. 
Clubs, guilds, leagues, business and professional groups, student movements 
—too many to name individually—are all co-operating and rendering invalu- 
able aid to the official Health Agency. 


Persistent work is beating down the toll of disease. Typhoid, malaria, 
smallpox and now diphtheria are practically unknown. Incidence and death 
rates of tuberculosis and other diseases are smaller. An intensified program 
is being waged on venereal disease. 


On these and other health fronts, bacteriologist and chemist, doctor 
and nurse, inspector and veterinarian, professional and layman, are pulling 
together, and getting results. 


To you who read this report and wish further enlightenment, the sta- 
tistics presented will not be dull or dry. They are true indexes of life’s 
victory over death. Each unit lost or won is a person. It may be the worker 
next to you, your best friend, your bridge companion, or perhaps a member 
of your own family.

Domestic Relations Cases 


In addition to giving assistance to persons in need of relief, it is a reg- 
ular function of this Department to handle domestic relations cases, non- 
support problems and complaints from unmarried mothers. 

The policy of this Department is to adjust these cases, if practicable, 
without recourse to Court action. 


Non-Support Cases 


A reduction in the relief case load has been accomplished by closely 
checking on the ability of responsible relatives to support. 

Through the year 1945, the Overseer of the Poor Department carried 69 
cases for support of family, 31 of these cases were adjusted without recourse 
to Court with monies collected from and paid to the proper persons, while 
38 others were compelled to contribute through this department by Court 
order. 39 cases were carried on the books from 1944 and 30 new cases were 
opened in 1945. 12 cases were closed during the course of 1945 leaving 57 
active cases carried in 1946. 

A total of $16,727.87 was collected. This is the largest amount ever 
handled by the Overseer of the Poor in any one year. $4,324.50 more than 
in 1944. 

Starting the year 1946, conditions may change materially from what they 
have been during the last five years, dependent upon labor, management con- 
ditions as of now. If settlement is made soon there should be no material 
increase in public assistance but if no agreement is reached soon costs 
will rapidly rise.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PLAINFIELD SHADE TREE 
COMMISSION FOR THE YEAR 1945 


December 31, 1945 


To the Honorable, the Mayor and Common Council, 
City of Plainfield, N. J. 


The Plainfield Shade Tree Commission presents herewith a report of its 
activities for the year 1945. 


Our street trees have received more damage from abnormal weather 
conditions during the 1944-45 period, than at any other time in a number of 
years. The elm trees also show increased damage from attacks of the elm 
leaf beetle, recent reports indicate that the Dutch Elm disease has caused 
the death of many elm trees. The damage from the elm leaf beetle and the 
elm disease has been accelerated by lack of spraying and prompt removal 
of disease-infested elm trees. 

While it is not possible to control weather conditions, we can diminish 
the damage caused by abnormal weather and disease and insect attacks, by 
proper spraying, tree sanitation the care of injured trees and prompt re- 
moval of dead and diseased trees. 

The greatest obstacle to proper tree care during the past four years and 
at the present time, has been the lack of experienced tree men or any men 
for this work. 

During 1945 we had less than 4,500 man hours for all work necessary or 
requested on street trees. This was less than the total time of two em- 
ployees for the year. 

This labor shortage over a period of years has resulted in a large 
amount of postponed work. This work must be completed before a practical 
program for tree care can be resumed. 

The Commission desires to give attention to every request from prop- 
erty owners for work on or attention to the street trees. They must, how- 
ever, give first attention to work required as a safety measure to prevent 
injury or property damage. This work of removing dead trees and removal 
of dangerous dead limbs has demanded the major part of our time. Little 
if any time for spraying, trimming, low limb removal, planting and other 
tree preservation work has been available.
